The hotels and restaurants
supported by the wealthy pass thelr divi-
donds; the popular resorta are doing
food business, Tallors and fashionable
dresemakers clalm to be sufforing great
diepression, but the wives and daughters
of workingmen are dressed bettar than
ever before In thelr lives. Wine mer-
chants are puiting up their shuitera, but
the publie houses where beer and gin are
consumed are crowded.
